WOULD BURN Us UP. 

At that distance the sun's disk will! 
appear eighteen times as large as it 
does to us, and its heat would be 80 in- 
tense that if creatures like ourselves 
were subjected to it they would be 
shriveled and parched to a cinder. 
Now if it is borne in mind that much 
of the matter of which comets are com- 
posed consists largely of such as 
carbon and hydrogen and others of a 
rare and expansive nature, and that 
these gases when passing through the 
zero temperature of interstellar space 
are reduced to the solid state, that is, 
frozen, we shall have a reasonable ex- 
plaration of what is now in 
Giacobint's comet. 

When the comet comes into the prox- 
imity of the sun these gas par- 
ticles are melted and a sudden and 
enormous gas expansion takes place, 
producing an internal commotion of 
the most violent character, possibly re- 
solving some of the atoms into their 
constituent ions or electrons. Now these

Some of 
these are periodical and revisit us at 
intervals varying from three rose 
(Encke's, for instance) to several 
turies. Halley's great comet has a pe- 
riod of seventy-six years, and as it was 
seen in our skies in 1835 (as predicted.) 
it is due to visit us again in 1916. 

All these, however, revolve in closed 
elliptical orbits. But the computed ele- 
ments of Giacobini’'s comet show that 
it is moving with great velocity IN a 
parabolic orbit, and after w 
arcund the sun with a speed of more 
than forty miles per second will have 
gained such momentum that will 
forever leave the solar system and will 
visit some other ining galaxy of 
worlds far out in lonely depths of stel- 
lar apace.

The 
Objection has been raised that “this 
proposal to admit Philippine products 
here without duty, while no corre- 
sponding concession is granted to our 
goods there, constitutes a subsidy to 
colonialism of the largest proportions,” 
but this objection apparently carries 
littie weight with the supporters of 
the measure. 

The opposition to the Philippine 
tariff bill comes largely from the beet 
sugar and the tobacco interests. Many 
of the “insurgents” declare that Con- 
gressman Hill of Connecticut does not 
represent the tobacco interests. They. 
profess to believe, also, that the Dutch

If the doors of concession were thrown 
wide open in this instance, the pres- 
sure to keep them open for reductions 
in other directions might become too 
great to be comfortable.

FOOLHARDY SCHEME. 

The alleged plan of Walter Well- 
man and Santos Dumont to reach the 
North Pole by means of a flying ma- 
chine, or airship, may be a shrewd ad- 
vertising scheme, designed primarily 
to attract public attention to the air- 
ship dusiness, or it may be @ plan 
broached in good faith, with the idea 
of accomplishing something which has 
never yet been accomplished by man. 
In either event, the undertaking is ob- 
viously foolhardy. The risk involved

were practicable to effect a landing at 


a far more difficult matter to get away 
from the Pole than to reach it. 0 
Considerable progress has been made 
within the past decade or two in the 
improvement of dirigibie balloons, and 
some striking results have been 
achieved in navigating them. But the 
stubborn fact still remains that the 
so-called airship is little more than 
a bag of gas afloat in the atmosphere, 
practically at the mercy of strong 
wind currents, and under contro} * 
the operator only In very light winds 
or in stilt air. The so-called airship 
is attractive for exhibition purposes, 
but it has little practical value, in its 
present stage of development, with the 
possible exception of ite use in war. 

It would be a source of satisfaction, 
as a matter of course, for a man to 
étand at the axis of the earth. Per- 
haps, if the feat should even be ac- 
complished, some contributions of 
more or less value to science. might be 
made in consequence. This is mere 
conjecture. Men will probably con- 
tinue to risk their lives in attempting 
to reach the Pole, until at last the et- 
fort will be crowned with success. 
It is extremely doubtful, however, 
whether the Pole will ever be reached 
by means of balloons or airships. The 
attempt of Prof. André, the Swedish 
arctic explorer, a few years ago, is 
fresh in the public mind. He may have 
reached the Pole, but he never re- 
turned to civilization. It is probable 
that a like fate awaits any who may 
essay the feat attempted by André. 


HE MEXICAN BOUNDARY. 
When the boundary line between 
the United States and Mexico was 
drawn, irrigation was not the im-

be. Indeed, when from El Paso east- 
wards the course of the Rio Grande det 
Norte was chosen as the natural line 
of demarcation, this was because the 
river bed was considered a permanent 
physical feature, and any interference 
with its permanency by irrigation 
projects was never so much as dreamed 
of. Therefore when the old treaty 
specified that the boundary should be 
the middle of the channel of the river. 
it was imagined that a-definitely fixed 
division of territory had been made 
for all time. 

However, so much of the waters of 
the Rio Grande are now drawn off 
for irrigation uses that during the 
greater part of the year the channel 
is an absolutely dry bed. Only during 
floods is there a flowing stream, and 
owing to this intermittent condition 
of things there is no certainty, when 
the waters do come down, that they 
will follow the old route. Hence the 
river bed is constantly changing, new 
channels being cut here and there by 
every succeeding freshet. In this way 
a number of islands have been formed 
in the old watercourse, and it has 
been practically impossible to de- 
termine to which country these be- 
long.
